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BYE-LAWS FOR LICENSING OF PIGS IN MORAR CANTONMENT 

S.R.O. 19, dated 31st Dec. 1959. — The tollowing bye-laws for the regulation or 
prohibition of the stabling or herding of pigs and for the rendering necessary of 
licenses for the use of premises for keeping pigs in the Morar Cantonment, made 
by the Cantonment Board, Morar, in exercise of the powers conferred by clauses 
(11) and (37) of section 282 and section 283 of the Cantonments Act, 1924 (2 of 
1924), are hereby published for general information, the same having been 
previously published and having been approved and confirmed by the Central 
Government, as required by sub-section (I) of section 284 of the said Act, 
namely;. — 

“MORAR CANTONMENT BYE-LAWS FOR CONTROL OF PIGS” 

1. No person shall keep pigs or u.se any premises within the Cantonment of 
Morar for keeping pigs without obtaining a licence for the same. Every licence 
granted for this purpose shall be subject to the conditions laid down in these 
bye-laws. 

2. The Cantonment Executive Officer-, Morar shall be the Licensing Officer and 
all applications for a licence shall be submitted to him. Licence shall be renewed 
every year from the 1st April and remain in force till the 31st March next 
following. 

3. The floor of all premises licensed under these bye-laws must be of hard 
standing and approved by the Assistant Health Officer. 

4. A licence shall not be granted for any premises which are situated within 
100 feet from euiy place used for human habitation. 

5. Every licensee shall deposit, or cause to be deposited, all the dung and dried 
refuse in such place as the Cantonment Executive Officer may fix for the purpose. 

6. Every licensee shall cause the premises licensed under these bye-laws to be 
cleaned daily and the walls to be white washed once in every six months. 

7. The premises shall consist of an enclosure with proper ventilation and 
drainage. 

8. Pigs shall not be allowed to stray outside the premises at any time of the 
day or night and those found straying in the Cantonment shall be impounded. 

9. The Cantonment Executive Officer, may suspiend or cancel any licence for 
any Infringement of these bye-laws. 

Penalty 

to. Any breach of any of the above bye-laws shall be punishable with a fine 
which may extend to Rs. 60 (fifty), and in the case of a continuing breach, with 
a further fine which may extend to Rs, 5 (flvei) for every day during which such 
breach continues after conviction for the first such breach,

BYE-LAWS— EBBCTION OR RE-ERECTION OP BUILDINGS 

SJt.O. 44, dated 11th Jan, I960.— The following bye-laws for regulating the 
erection, or re-erection of buildings in the Dehu Road Cantonment, made by the 
Cantonment Board, Dehu Road, in exercise of the powers conferred by section 186 
of the Cantonments Act, 1924 (2 of 19241 are hereby published for general 
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information, the same having been previously published and having been approved 
and confirmed by the Central Government, as required by subsection (1) of 
section 284 of the said Act, namely; — 


BYE-LAWS FOR THE REGULATION OP ERECTION OR RE-ERECTION OF 
BUILDINGS IN THE DEHU ROAD CANTONMENT. 


1. Every person intending to erect or re-erect a building shall apply for 
sanction by giving notice in writing, to the Executive Officer, under section 179 
of the Cantonments Act, 1924, in the form appended to these bye-laws, and shall, 
at the same time, submit, in duplicate, duly signed by him or by his agent, the 
following: — 

(a) a site plan of the land on which it is intended to erect or re-erect the 

building; 

(b) a plan of the building which it is proposed to erect or re-erect together 

with a plan of the existing buildings, if any, showing platforms 
balconies and other proiections; and 

(cl the specifications 

2. Copies of the Forms may be obtained on pre-payment of Rupees 25 from the 
Cantonment office. 

Provided that if the site on which it Is proposed to erect or re-erect a building 
lies outside the area declared by notification under section 43-A of the Canton- 
ments Act, 1924, to be a civil area the plans shall be submitted in triplicate. 

3. The site plan shall be drawn to a scale of not less than 82i feet to an inch. 
The scale used shall be marked on the plan which shall clearly show — 

(a) the directions of the North point; 

(b) the boundaries and dimensions of the site on which it is proposed to 

erect or re-erect the building; 

(c) the position of the site in relation to the adjacent street; 

(d) the position of the proposed building in relation to 
fi) the boundaries of the site; and 

(ii) all adjacent streets; 

(e) a sketch of the buildings and premises together with electric wires and 

poles within twenty feet of the boundaries of the site; 

(f) the names, if any, and width of all streets on which the site abuts, 

together with the numbers, If any, of adjoining houses or premises; 

(g) the means of access to the buildings and various floors; 

(h) the line of frontage of adjoining buildings and boundaries of adjacent 

buildings; 

(i) the alignment of drains showing the manner in which the roof and 

house drainage and surface drainage will be disposed of; 

(j) the position of and full details regarding all walls, drains, gutters and 

down spouts latrines and other sanitary conveniences; and 

(k) in the case of a well the Internal diameter and distance from the 

nearest privy. 

4. The building plan shall also bo drawn to a scale of not less than one-eighth 
of an Inch to the foot. It shall Include a ground plan, on elevation and a section, 
and shall show, inter alia, the following; — 

(a) the ground floor, the first or upper floor and each additional floor; 

(b) the position and dimensions of all projections beyond the main walls 

of the building; 
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(c) the position of all proposed drains, previes, bath rooms, cook houses, 

latrines, urinals and cess pools; 

(d) the level, width and depth of the foundations and the level of the 

lowest floor with reference to the level of the centre of the street on 
which the front of the proposed building is to abut; 

(e) the walls which are common to adjoining buildings; 

(f) the size of window.s and doors and ventilation op^enings for each room 

of every 'storey; 

(g) the open space inside and surrounding the buildings; 

(h) the materials to be used for external walls party walls, foundations, 

roofs, ceilings, floors, staircases, lire places, chimneys, and bath 
rooms; and 

(i) the purpose for which it is intended to use the building. 

6. The minimum floor area of every room Intended for human habitation shall 
not be less than 100 square feet, and any of the side shall not be less than 8 ft, * 

6. No building shall be erected if It projects beyond the general alignment 
fixed for the street. 

7. Where new buildings are to be erected a space not less than 10 feet shall 
be left around such buildings, provided that in cases where this is not possible 
every application shall be considered on its merits. This clause shall not be 
applicable in respect of buildings in the Notified Civil Area. 

8. No latrine shall be constructed within 20 feet of kitchen; 

Provided that In cases where this is not possible, evei*y application shall bo 
considered on its merits. 

8. Where it is proposed to erect buildings consisting of more than one storey, 
the height of each storey .shall not be less than — 

Ground floor 12 feet. 

First and subsequent floor 10 feet 

■ 

10. The foundation of the building shall not be less than l/7th of the total 
height of the building from the ground level. 

11. House drains through which waste or sullage water is intended to pass 
shall be constructed of masonry or other impervious material and shall be con- 
nected to the nearest roadside drain wherever such a drain exists within 100 feet 
of the premises according to the direction of the Executive Officer. In the absence 
of such road-side drains nearby, the house drain shall be discharged Into a soak 
pit Or cess pool, which shall be constructed and maintained by the house owner. 

12, Every building of more than one floor shall have stairs of not less than 
2 feet and 6 inches width to ensure safety in case of Are. 

13, No mosque, temple or church or other sacred building shall be erected;— 

(a) unless the frontage is at least 15 feet from the centre of the street on 
which It abuts, and 

fb) unless it is situated at a distance of not less than 100 yards from any 
other sacred or religious building, provided that the Cantonment may 
relax this by-law in individual cases under special circumstances.
